PREFACE 


For  the  forms  of  the  names  adopted  in  this  Index  the  rules 
of  the  British  Museum  General  Catalogue  have,  in  general, 
been  followed.  These  rules  affect  the  order,  in  particular,  of 
surnames  preceded  by  a  preposition  and  of  compound  names. 
In  English  names  and  the  names  of  authors  who  have 
habitually  written  in  English,  the  preposition  is  put  before 
the  surname;  e.g.  De  Quincey,  Thomas.  In  foreign  names 
the  preposition  follows  the  Christian  name ;  e.g.  Humboldt, 
Wilhelm  von.  English  compound  surnames,  connected  by  a 
hyphen,  are  entered  under  the  second  name.  Exceptions 
have,  however,  been  made  where  the  hyphenated  form  is 
invariable.  Foreign  compound  surnames  are  entered  under 
the  whole  compound.  Noblemen  are  entered  under  their 
family  names,  not  under  their  titles ;  married  women  under 
their  name  by  marriage,  not  under  their  maiden,  name. 

For  additions  and  corrections  included  in  the  second 
supplement  at  the  end  of  this  volume,  the  editors  have  to 
thank  Miss  O.  Littleday  and  Mr  C.  F.  Moysey.
